NATIONAL HIGHWAYS AUTHORITY OF INDIA 
NOTIFICATION 

NATIONAL HIGHWAYS AUTHORITY OF INDIA (LEAVE TRAVEL CONCESSION) REGULATIONS, 1997 

New Delhi, the 11 th March, J 997 

No. NHAR/1201 l/I2/95-Admn.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 35 read with Sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 9 of the National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), the National Highways Authority of india hereby 
makes the following regulations, specifying the entitlement of travel concession of the officers and employees of the Authority, 
namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement: 

(1) These regulations may be called the National Highways Authority of India (Leave Travel Concession) Regulations, 
1997. 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application : 

These regulations shall apply to all officers and employees in whole-time employment of the Authority who have 
completed one year of continuous and regular service in the Authority : 

Provided that the persons appointed on deputation shall have the option to be exercised within six months of joining 
service of the Authority, to choose between leave travel concession as admissible under these regulations or that admissible to 
them under their parent organisation whichever is more favourable to the, but no such person shall be entitled to avail of the 
concession from the Authority for himself or for his family for the duration of a block in which he or any member of his family 
has already availed of the concession under this parent organisation during that block. 

3. Definitions : 

In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires : 

(a) "block" has the same meaning as in rule 8 of the Central Civil Services (Leave Travel Concession) Rules 1988; 

(b) “ competent authority’ ’ means the Chairman or any Member or any officer to whom powers exercisable under 
these regulations have been delegated in this behalf; 

(c) 4 ‘concession 5 ’ means the leave travel concession admissible to an officer or employee under these regulations; 

(d) “disciplinary authority” has the same meaning as in the National Highways Authority of India (Conduct, Disci¬ 
pline and Appeal) Regulations, 1996; 

(e) “family” means an officer or employees’s wife or husband, as the case may be, his or her legitimate children and 
step-children, parents, step-mother, unmarried sisters and minor brothers, wholly dependent upon the officer or 
employee; 

(f) ’’home town” means the town, village or any other place declared as such by the officer or employee and accepted 
by the competent authority under regulation 4; 

(g) "’’officer or employee” means a person who is in the wholetime employment of the Authority and has completed one 
year of continuous and regular service within the Authority. 

4. Declaration of home town : 

(1) Every officer or employee shall within a period of six months from the date of commencement of these regulations 
, or within a period of six months from the date of his joining the service of the Authority or before availing of the 

concession. Whichever is earlier, make a declaration to the competent authority, a town, village or any other place in 
India as his home town, and the competent authority shall accept such declaration. 

(2) A declaration made under sub-regulation (1) and accepted by the competent authority shall be final, but at the 
request of the officer or employee for adequate reasons, the competent authority may, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, change the home town, provided that such a change shall not be effected more than once during the entire 
period of service of the officer or employee. 

5. Type of concession and their admissibility : 

(1) Subject to the approval of the competent authority, an officer or employee may avail of the concession for himself 
and the members of his family : 

(a) to visit his home town once in a block of two years; and 

( b) to visit any place in India once in a block of four years. 

Provided that an officer or employee or the members of his family may, in lieu of visiting any place in India, visit the 
■ enne town. 

(2) The concession shall be admissible to an officer or employee when he proceeds on any kind of leave and where the 
officer or employee does not accompany the members of his family, the concession shall be admissible even if no 
leave has been granted to the officer or employee. 

(3) The concession to visit home town or any place in India, if unutilised during the block year for which it was due, 
may be carried forward to the first year of the next block of two years or four years, as the case may be, and 
thereafter it shall lapse. 
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6. Entitlement: 

(1) Journey by rail: —An officer or employee shall be entitled to travel by rail and entitlement of class of accommoda¬ 
tion shall be determined on the basis of rule 4 of the Central Civil Services (Leave Travel Concession) Rules, 1988. 

(2) Journey by air : An Officer or employee may travel by air between places not connected by rial or though connected 
by rail. Journey by such connection is more expensive. 

7. Reimbursement: 

Reimbursement of the concession shall be allowed on the basis of point to point journey on a through ticket over the 
shortest route and shall not cover incidental expenses or expenditure on local journey. 

8. Submission of claim : 

(1) The officer or employee shall prefer his claim for reimbursement of the fare paid by him for the concession together 
with necessary details alongwith a certificate that he or his family, or both, actually performed the journey within 
one month of the completion of the return journey, if advance has been taken by him and where on advance has 
been drawn within three months. 

(2) If an officer or employee does not submit his claim within the period specified in sub-regulation (1), his claim for 
reimbursement shall be forfeited and the advance granted to him, if any, shall be recovered from him. 

9. Grant of advance : 

(1) Advance not exceeding four fifth of the estimated expenditure on journey may be granted to an officer or employee. 

(2) Where advance has been drawn under sub-reguiation (1), and the officer or employee fails to commence the onward 
journey within thirty days of the drawal of advance, he shall refund the advance drawn forthwith in one lumpsum. 

10. Fraudulent claim of leave travel concession : 

(1) If a decision is taken by the disciplinary authority to initiate disciplinary proceedings against an officer or employee 
on the charge of preferring a fraudulant claim of the concession, such officer or employee shall not be allowed the 
concession till the finalisation, of such disciplinary proceedings. 

(2) If the disciplinary proceeding results in imposition of any penalty, the officer or employee shall not be allowed the 
next two set of the concession in addition to the sets already withheld during the pendercy of the disciplinary 
proceedings. 

(3) If the officer or employee is fully exonerated of the charge of fraudulent claim of the concession, he shall be allowed 
to avail of the concession withheld earlier. 

Explanation : 

For the purpose of this regulation, the concession to home town and to any place in India shall constitute two sets of the 
concession. 

11. Power to relax : 

Save as otherwise provided in these regulations, where the Chairman is satisfied that the operation of any of these 
regulations causes undue hardship in any particular case, he may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, dispense with 
or relax the requirement of that regulation to such extent and subject to such exceptions and conditions as it may consider 
necessary for dealing with the case in a just and equitable manner 

12. Residuary matters : 

Matters with respect to which no specific provisions have been made in these regulations shall be regulated under the 
provisions of the Central Civil Services (Leave Travel Concession Rules, 1988 as amended from time to time and the instruc¬ 
tions issued thereunder by the Central Government. 

13. Interpretation: 

If any question arises relating to the interpretation of these regulations, it shall be referred to the Chairman who shall 
decide the same.

NATIONAL HIGHWAYS AUTHORITY OF INDIA (TRANSACTION OF BUSINESS) REGULATIONS, 1997 

No. NHAR/12011/2/95-Admn.—In exercise of the power conferred by section 35 read with section 7 of the National 
Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), the National Highways Authority of India hereby makes the following 
regulations, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement: 

(1) These regulations may be called the National Highways Authority of India (Transaction of Business) Regu¬ 
lations, 1997. 
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2 Definitions : 

In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(a) “Act” means the National Highways Authority oflndia Act, 1988 (68 of 1988); 

(b) “Authority” means the National Highways Authority oflndia constituted under section 3 of the Act; 

(c) “Chairman” means the Chairman appointed by the Central Government under section 3 of the Act; 

(d) "Member” means a Member of the Authority appointed under section 3 of the Act and includes the Chair 
man. 

3 . Meetings of the Authority : 

(1) Ordinary meetings of the Authority shall be held atleast once in three months. 

Provided that Chairman by himself or on a request in writing made by at least two Members may arrange to 
convene a special meeting of the Authority to consider any special issue of an immediate nature. 

(2) The Chairman shall cause to circulate the notice of every ordinary meeting along with the agenda notes so as 
to reach the Members at least seven days before the date fixed for such meeting, 

(3) On receipt of a request referred to in the proviso to sub regulation (1), the Chairman shall fix a date for the 
special meeting, such date not being later than three days from the date of the notice and cause to be sent 
notices for such meeting alongwith the agenda at least twenty-four hours before such date. 

(4) Notice for all meetings of the Authority may be served upon a member by sending them to their ^official and 
also to their residential addresses. 

4. Quorum : 

(1) The quorum for every meeting of the Authority shall not be less than four, 

(2) Jf at any time, the number of Members present at a meeting is less than the number specified in sub-clause 
(1) above, the Member presiding shall adjourn the meeting to a date not later than three days front the date 
of such meeting after informing the Members of the date not earlier than 24 hours, time and place of the 
adjourned meeting to dispose of the business intended to be presented at the original meeting irrespective of 
the number of members present. 

5. Conduct of meetings : 

(1) At an ordinary meeting of the Authority, business shall be conducted in the following order, namely : 

(a) the minutes of the previous ordinary meeting and any special meeting held shall be read and confirmed; 

(b) confirmation of decision taken by the Authority by circulation under regulation 7; 

(c) the business posponed at the previous meeting shall then be considered; 

(d) subject included in the agenda shall thereafter be considered; 

(e) any other matter may also be considered with the permission of the Chair. 

Provided that the Chairman or, the Presiding Officer may at his discretion, change the order of business. 

(2) At a special meeting, the business or the business for which the special meeting has been called shall only be 
considered. 

6. Minutes of meetings : 

(1) The Chairman shall cause to be maintained a Minute Book recording therein the proceedings of every 
meeting of the Authority along with the names of the Members present thereat. 

(2) The Minute Book shall be kept in the Office of the Authority and be open for inspection of any Member 
without payment at all reasonable times. 

7. Transaction of business by circulation of papers : 

(1) Notwithstanding anything contained in regulation 3, if in the opinion of the Chairman, any matter requires 
urgent attention of the Authority, he may direct that the decision of the Authority thereon may be obtained 
by circulation of papers. 
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(2) If the decision of majority of Members of the Authority indicates approval thereon, the matter may be 
deemed to have been approved by the Authority. 

(3) Any decision taken under this regulation shall be e placed before the next ordinary meeting of the Authority 
for confirmation. 

8. Matters to be considered in an ordinary meeting of the Authority : 

The Authority shall consider and take a decision in an ordinary meeting on all or any of the following matters, namely: 

(a) Any decision in connnection, with entering into any contract necessary for the discharge of its functions 
under the Act; 

(b) Any decision in discharge of its functions to develop, maintain and manage any national highway or any 
other highway vested in or entrusted to it; 

(c) Any decision relating to the utilisation of the National Highways Authority of India fund constituted under 
section 18 of the Act; 

(d) Examination of the budget proposals for the next financial year before it is forwarded to the Central Govern¬ 
ment; 

(c) Any decision relating to investment of funds (including any reserve fund) in the securities of the Central 
Government or any other manner as may be prescribed by the Central Government; 

(t) Exercise of the borrowing powers of the Authority under section 21 of the Act; 

(g) Preparation of the Annual Report of the Authority under section 22 of the Act; 

(h) Consideration of the audited accounts of the Authority and the auditor's report thereon; 

(i) Delegation of powers of the Authority to the Chairman or any Member or to any officer of the Authority, 
under section 25 of the Act; 

(j) Authorising any person to enter upon any land or premises as required under section 30 of the Act; 

(k) Exercise of powers under section 35 of the Act to make or to amend regulations and forwarding copies of the 
same to the Central Government for being laid before the Parliament. 

9. Member not to participate in meetings in certain cases : 

Any Member who has any direct or indirect pecuniary interest in any matter coming up for consideration at 
a meeting of the Authority shall not take any part in any deliberation or decision of the Authority with respect to that matter.
